"The 
day is over when people shouhlilve in 
fear of the Ku Klux Klan, or the Black 
Panthers, or anything like Uiat. Itis 
time to love our brothers and sisters,;' 

Mcintosh devised his plan after 
spokesmen for the University of 
Arkansas-said that the Klan was free 
to rally there as long us it obeyqd 
rules concerning the use of university 
■facilities. . 

"When all the ugly talk started on 
both sides, I decided it was time to act 
sensibly," he said, "Instead of picket- 
ing and shouting, let's all get togcUier 
and have dinner and act like grown 
people." 

Asked why he was willing to serve 
his food to people who admit hating 
blacks, Mcintosh said: 

"Those people arc obviously asking 
(or help. They're crying out for help. 
They're like alcoholics, \r\, their 
misory.'Thoy have to be living in 
misery, hating us the way they do. I 
mean, can you Imagine what it must 
like waking up every day of your life 
_hatirtg black peppIc^_That's very sad, 
and I want to show them our lovo." 

Klan officials seem a tittle taken 
aback by Mcintosh's strategy. Klpn 
Impcriiil Wizard David Duke, con- 
tacted at his home in 'Jefferson. La., 
said:

(Mcinlosh) docs. If he wants to ^ve 
Klansmen dinner for free — well,

Asked about cross burnings, Didce 
said, "We have cross lightings at our 
meetings.

Crime is prevalent in all parts of the 
country and can claim anyone as a 
victim.- The elderly ore marked as 
prime targe ts in one out o f every three 
robberies. 

I've read a pile of safety booklets 
and watched movies shown by my 
.'own police. So, I've learned a few 
.safety tricks that many pe<9le may 
notfcnow. 

Of course. It's Important to make 
our homes defensible. Most police 
departments will provide Jxwklets 
with safety Instructions for home ant^ 
&ti?eeL They may even send an offlcer 
to Inspect your home and suggest 
pyecfiuUons to make U more difficult 
. fwaprowl^togalaentiy. 

Buy strong locks even If they are 
costly. Dnless you're an expert han- 
dyman, have a licensed locksmith 
InstaUthem. 

. Prowlers are frightened by noise. If 
you don't own a dog, record the loud 
. Wrktng of a .dog-on a small tape 
cassette. Then keep a tape player on 
yotirnlglit table. 

. When awakened by what you think 
Is someone trying to break In, start 
the tape rolling. 7^ barUng will send 
the prowl^ running. 

When we lived In a suburban home, 
we took all precautions to prevent 



burglars from coming through the 
doors. But it- would have t)een quite 
expensive to fit all our casement 
windows with locks. Instead, we 
closed the whidows securely by 
removing the crank handles at night 
or Vi4ien vre were away. 

There's a windfall for petty thieves 
«t the beginning of each month w*en- 
Social Secubly checks artlve bi the 
maH. Flay It safe by having all dKcks— 
deposited directly Into your bank 
account If you prefer hand-delivering 
your checks, don't endorse them until 
you are Inside the bank. If you cash a 
cheek,- count the money at the teller's 
window, not In the street 

If It's a large sum. It might be a 
good Idea to. stow the bills safely on 
your person. A woman might stuff the 
bills Into bo- brassiere. Ajnanjnlght 
*carry two wallets to the bank;"one 
containing most of the money could be 
hidden away, lyhlle another with a few 
dollars and outdated credit cards 
could be more. accessible in case of a~ 
8tlck-up. 

The films stressed that a womah 
should leave her large purse home 
when marketing. All she needs Is her 
house keys, a small amount of cash or 
a check, and perhaps her driver's

usually crammed into a large 
handbag, she should select a model 
that closes securely with a clasp. The 
purse should have long handles so It^ 
can be used as a shoulder bag.'

One police film advised Women ' 
-accosted' by thieves to opea.,theh-- 
bags, tmn them i^lde down, pour out 
the contents, and Just sit down oh the 
sidewalk. Thie thief probably will be so 
flustered that he'll turn tall and run. 

Men should carry wallets In a side 
pocket of their trousere. Fat wallets 
are a tlpotf for robbers, so un-^ 
necessary .credit cards and papers' 
should be left home. t 
. Some authorities recommend blow- 
big a whistle when yiproached by a 
street robber. Others believe that Is 
dangerous because the thief might 
ram the whistle down your lhrMl_and_ 
break ycHirTronl'tbelh. And you niay 
be so frightened you Won't have 
enou^ wind left to blow. 

Don't yell "Help!" People usually 
will not want to become involved and 
will hurry off In another direction. 
Instead) shout "Fire!" P«^e will 
come running, thinking something is 
happenUi^lhat affects them persona- 



lly. And almost everyone is fascinated 
by the Dames leaping from a blaze.
